per cent, from the all-time peak of 
$7,581,000,000 reached on March 13. 
1933. About one-haif tlie decrease, it 
was pointed out. reflected tlie return of 
currency from the public. 

■Money in circulation declined rapid¬ 
ly after the reopenlnt of the banks in 
-March, 1933, and has continued since 
lo decline from week to week, "notwith¬ 
standing the increase In the demand 
for currency arlelng from enlargement 
of pay rolls and increase in the volume 
of retail trade," the Comptroller said, 
w'hich. he added. "Indicates a continued 
return of money from boards as bank¬ 
ing facilities were reestablished."
